Commerce .at Ichang, members of the 
schools.: and prominent citizens me- 
morialized the Central GovernmentL on 
the subject, saying:-"Now a monarch 
has arisen' like a dragon, and .the 
foundation for a dynsiaty :of ten thou- 
sand years is to be-laJd.'Tne fossil of 
a divine dragon has- appeared in the 
regions along the Tang-tae river. 
It- 
is a symbol of the protection 
of 
heaven and the joy of the people. 
>t 
is therefore requested that telegram 
be sent to the throne to bring to the 
notice of the ,public llhe discovery of 
the stone -dragon at Ichang, and the 
fact referred to the bureau of history 
to have .it. recorded ;!6r :thei informa- 
tion of - posterity.; Thus the signs of 
heaven '-for prosperity of .the nation 
•will be appreciated, and the desires 
of the people will be; fulfilled.".

in Constantinople, or was assassin-

expects ever to know. Yussuf is well 
known to have been pro-ally in his 
sympathies. Naturally this made the 
Germans hate him. It also made him 
hated 
by the 
openly 
pro-German 
Turkish war minister, Enver Pasha, 
and by the group of Turks which sur- 
rounds 
the latter. These 
circum- 
stances are regarded here as giving 
plenty 
of ground for the suspicion 
that Yussuf was murdered. At 
the j 
name time, it is rumored that the 
sultan's next-in-line tad ample reason 
for the deepest despondency concern- 
ing the Turkish governmental policv 
which, In his opinion was rushing his 
country straight in the direction of 
complete ruin. It is suggested 
in 
responsible quarters, thereforfe, that 
his suicide would not have been 
surprising. Yussuf 
was

miinster at the age of 18, but when

With the European war's outbreak, 
however, his pro-ally views resulted 
in a violent break between himself 
and Enver Pasha, the Young Turk 
leader, who has always been strongly 
pro-German.

The Turkish throne does not descend 
in a direct line, from father to-son 
but when a sultan dies, passes to the 
eldest male representative -of ' the 
house of Othman. Yueeuf was

present sultan's cousin., With his 
death, Vahid Eddin. born in 1561 a 
younger brother of the sultan, became 
heir apparent. He, too, is pro-ally.

is never true. On the "contrary, it has 
been conclusively proved that in many 
instances, particularly where refined 
foods are consumed, mineral salts are 
carred out of the body in life's pro- 
cesses faster than they are taken in. 
This is notably the case in tubercu- 
losis and other wasting diseases, in 
which the calcium content o£ the feces 
invariably exceeds the calcium content 
of the food consumed.

Meat is deficient in the min- 
eral salts required by the body unless 
consumed as tbe tiger and the leopard 
consume it, lapping up the blood and 
gnawing the bones.

with rheumatism, 
asthma, and many other diseases in 
the alleviation ;of which he is Bent to 
the mineral springs in order that he 
may drink water containing calcium, 
magnesium, and soda sulphate.
